Central Government: Althsugh, on the'whole, the 
position wis almost stxtic there were gains in cmployment 
in several Strtes and loss in one. The more important 
of the gains arc: Andhra Pradesh - 1,800 (partly in railways 
and partly in .dministrnitive offiecs of the Central 
Government); Assam- 1,900 (mainly duc to expansion in 
railways 2nd “dministr=tive departmonts of some establishments);
